Whilst, however, 
the farmer 's opportunities of intercourse with 
his neighbours are slowly increasing, the pace 
of this increase is slower than the correspond- 
ing, perhaps too rapid, intercourse of towns- 
man and townsman, not only in places of 
entertainment, but in the multitudinous hustle 
of city life. There is thus coming about all 
through civilisation a very complex problem. 
The city man has too little solitude, the 
country man too much; the urban people are 
over-organised, both for wotk and for play ; 
the farm people too little. A difference in 
outlook, in habits, in interests, and (it is not 
at all the same thing) im interest is tending in 
the. larger European countries and in the 
United States to draw a ring fence round the 
farmer, through which he tries to break his 
way into the city, and. conversely, to concen- 
trate population, wealth, amenities into the 
urban areas, unfortunately without making 
the average town dweller more content with 
his position or more stable in his morals cr 
sociology. 
Youth in Rural America. 

It may be said this scarcely applies to 
Ireland as yet, save as an element in our 
emigration problem. That is an important ex- 
ception, and does not cover all the facts. The 
farmer’s dissatisfactions are largely, but not 
exclusively, a question of high costs of pro- 
duction with relatively low profits on sales of 
roduce, Even for that problem the matter 
in question, a closer intercourse not only be- 
tween farmers themselves but between town 
and country, is of serious concern. But the 
toot of the unrest in the rural districts lies 
deeper than this. It is part of a world-wide 
movement, of which young farmers them- 
selves are but imperfectly conscious, to make 
closer the human contacts between town and 
country, for lack of which each is beginning 
to suffer. We believe this unconscious ten- 
dency will develop in Ireland as elsewhere.

A German Example. 


We s , on the principle that to be 
ese to be forearmed, the State is 
wise to investigate the tendencies and wishes 
of its future citizens. Our object in discuss- 
ing it here is rather with the view of indicat-

VALUE OF SKIM MILK. 


When the latest chickens have been hatched 
and are running about with the older broods, 
the farmer who has many other jobs on hands 


often relaxes his efforts and is not so careful 


about feeding’ as in the earlier stages, and 
sometimes the chicks are checked in growth. 
An observant chicken-raiser will always 
notice if there are any droopy chicks that 
do not seem so eager for meals as usual, and 
by a little change of diet will soon have them 
eating as heartily as ever. Poultry rice boiled 
in skim-milk and dried off with pollard 
always seems to tempt them. This treat 
twice a week is much appreciated, Biscuit 
meal moistencd with warm water only 
enough to cases e . * sa“ reserved 
as a special dainty, as it is a fairly expen- 
sive food. Chickens, like children-—and, per- 
haps, grown-ups, too—enjoy an occasional 
treat. 

The secret of success in chicken-raising is 
to keep the birds growing from start to matu- 
rity, and if a check in growth is noticed to 
use every effort to prevent its continuance. 

Over-crowding is often a cause of checking 

owth; but sometimes on a farm housing is 
imited, and just at this time of the year the 
stock is at its largest, until cockerels have 
been disposed of. 

Sell Surplus Cockerela. 

H separate breeding pens have been kept, 
and they are now done away with, the houses 
vacated will be very useful for chicks. Before 
doing away with the s it is a good plan 
to put down two or three settings of eggs; 
this will give chicks for home use or sale 
about Christmas. It is a mistake to let 
pullets and cockerels run together. Separate 
them as soon as their sex is known, as they 
need different treatment. The cockerels can 
be given a more fattening diet than the 
pullets, and made ready for market as soon 
as possible. Quick growth is an essential of 

table fowl, and heavy bre-ds should be 
ready for table at fifteen or sixteen woeks’ 
old—Leghorn pullets are usually disposed of 
at a woch earlier age for the petit poussin 
trade. The more quickly the surplus 
cockerels are sold the higher will be the 
price obtained for them, and more housing 
room will be left for the pullets, much to 
their benefit. 

On most farms milk is plentiful at this 
time of the year and skim milk is a splendid 
food for growing chicks. By its use to the 
whele flock, the amount of fish-meal—a 
rather expensive food—may be considerably 
lessened. Plenty of small potatoes are also 
available this year, and these may be boiled, 
and mixed in the moist mash for the 
cockerels, and will help to fatten them 
quickly. e. i

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TWO COWS PER ACRE. 
WHAT INTENSIVE GRAZING 
‘DOES.

Experiments designed to show how 
stock carrying capacity of pastures can 
_trebled are being conducted in many parts 
of the country this season. Across the 
Channel similar experiments have demon- 
strated the importance of close grazing on 
pastures carefully treated. On a Yorkshire 
farm. where 27 acres were under treatment 
last year, there were six plots, three of five 
acres each, and three of. four acres each, 
so that they could. be grazed in rotation: 
approximately forty cows in milk going on to 
each plot in turn for from four to six days, 
and as the milk cows passed on to the next 
plot they were followed up by either dry 
cows, heifers, or voung stock, to clear up 
after them, each plot being grazed over six 
times during he grazing oie 75 

The land was suitably fenced, water laid 
on., and a complete manure applied, at a 
yearly charge of £4 6s, Id. per acre—or £116 
108. Od. on the twenty-seven acres. 
of these high additional charges, the full coat 
2227 19s. 3d.—has been more than re- 
covered by the cows themselves in the first 
year, apart from the increased economic value 
of the entire holding. On the a dur- 
ing the seven years 1919-1925, each cow had 
the grazing of approximately one and a half 
acres of grass land for a period of twenty- 
two weeks; actually, the equivalent of one 
milk cow for a period of 109 days. acre 
of the intensively treated grass land on the 
same farm was grazed during the summer of 
— by the equivalent of one cow for 317 

ays. 
| n other words, while each cow ‘previously 
had the summer grazing of an acre and a 
half, on the experimental plots in 1926, each 
cow grazed only half an acre. Cost accounts 
kept on the farm for the last eight years show 
that the average cost of grazing of the perma- 
nent pasture amounted to £3 10s. 6d. per 
acre. Detailed records kept during the past 
grazing season show that one acre of the in-

cost of £3 10s. 6d acre, and an additional 
cost of treatment of £4 68. 3d. per acre, or a 
total cost of £7 16s. 9d. per acre, has been 
able to do the work which previously was 
done by three acrés at a cost of £10 11s. 6d. 

Actually, over the whole anent pasture 
of the ferm, experimen and non-experi- 
mental, the total cost of, grazing was re- 
duced from £6 Os. 4d. per cow in 1925 to 
£4 5s. 5d. per cow in 1926. 

During the year eighteen acres were taken 
from the farm, yet six more dairy cows and 
‘twelve more heifers were kept. e number 
of breeding ewes was increased from eighty 
to eighty-six; the number of purchased sheep 
got off fat was increased from 100 to 120; 
the total milk uetion was increased by 
more than 3, gallons, while the av 
milk yield ver cow was increased from 
gallons to 685 gallons, in spite of the fact 
that the total for purch foods was re- 
duced by nearly £400. On the farm in 
question, this apparently expensive system of 
intensive grass land treatment has proved an 
economic proposition. How far the results 
have been due to close grazing and how far 
to manurial treatment is uncertain, but they 
are sufficient to justify further investigation. 
For that reason, the experiments now bei 
conducted in Ireland will be watched with 
interest. 

Up to the present it was believed that 
nitrogen was not required for pastures, but 
these. expeiments indicate that it can be 
applied with advantage, provided that the 
stock are turned in on the grass when it is 
four or five inches high. It is the young 
grasses that are rich in protein, and if by us- 
ing them judiciously farmers can increase the 
r capacity of their land, the 
wealth of the country should materially in- 
crease.

NEW YORK (By Mail). 
To Royalty, Channel swimmers and 
other. notables New York has accorded 
receptions on a grand scale; but, if 
present plans are carried through, Captain 
Lindbergh’s welcome back to his native 
land will outrival them all, 
It is announced that Fifth Avenue, from 
Washington Square to Sixtieth Street, part 
of the parade route laid out for the 
returning hero, will be transformed into 
a Golden Way, with a giant electric 
sign at its end reading: “ Welcome home, 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 

An arch is to be erected where the 
route dips into Central Park at Sixtieth 
Street. The words of welcome will be 
emblazoned across the arch under which 
Captain Lindbergh, his plane, the “Spirit 
of St. Louis,” and his escort will proceed. 

While hundreds of thousands of persons 
will have opportunity to observe the aero- 
plane en route to Central Park, in order 
to give all an opportunity to see it at 
close hand it will probably be placed on 
public view on the Mall. 

WARNING TO AIRMEN. 

The plans for the reception are not yet 
final, however. The Chairman of the 
Reception Committee has issued a warning 
to the dozens of aviators who have indi- 
cated intentions of flying out over the 
harbour to welcome the returning pilot. 

“Flying low in close formation over the 
crowded streets of New York must be 
avoided, he said. 

A STATE HOLIDAY? 

In addition to the parade and reception 
at the City Hall for the young aviator 
on the day of his arrival, he will be asked 
to attend a great banquet, arrangements 
for which have been completed.
